If it provides for proper 
trea tm e nt of the soil and a long teim 
to a good man, both parties will get 
better retu rns and the soil will 
be 
richer in the end. Short leases, with 
^nothing for soil improvement, make 
^eoil robbers, the landlord and 
the 
[soil natu rally getting mu ch the worst 


[of it. 
I 
Create a soil as well as a bank re- 
fserv e. 
Tt is generally conceded that the 
average yield of the crops grown in 
Illinois is not one-half of w hat the 
la nd is capable of produ cing u nder 
proper management. Few stop to real 
ize that a one and a half bu shel yield 
of clover seed pays as well, or better 
in cash, than an average crop of oats 
and is of more benefit to the soil, es 
pecially if the first growth is cu t and 
left in the field. 
Scarcely any of the farm ers stop 
to figu re that with the high prices of 
land, figu ring interest at the banl-.in 
rate, a 4 0 bu shel corn crop is requ ir 
ed to pay the cost. Anything in excess 
of 4 0 bu shels is practically a clear 
profit. Therefore, the man who raises 
an 80 bu shel corn crop makes 
as 
mu ch clear profit in one year as doe 
his neighbor raising a 50 bu shel av 
erage for fou r years. 
Ponder

well. Then too, the SO bu shel 
man 
necessarily u ses better methods and 
is therefore improving his soil fer 
tility. Land will advance in valu e as 
we demonstrate its greater possibil 
ties, and tha t the only actu al profit is 
in the increaser yield.
